LAWS INTRODUCED

Important banking laws were re­ 
cently introduced 
in the Senate by 
Senator Melvin Huston of Decatur, 
according to W. W. Fussell, Chair­ 
man of the Legislative Committee of 
the Alabama 
Bankers 
Association. 
Senate Bill No. 260 limits loans by 
state banks to 20 per cent of the capi­ 
tal, surplus and profits, except that 
banks may advance larger amounts 
on manufactured, agricultural pro­ 
duct* and livestocks, as well as pub- 
Uo bonds. 
'Another measure prohibits deroga­ 
tory statements of banks and pro- 
nabB punishment therefor. A furth­ 
er bill purports to make the sworn 
r*port of an examiner of banks prima 
facia evidence in court. 
Still an­ 
other bill protects banks in the pay­ 
ment of raised or forged checks un 
less the customer to whose account 
the check was charged give the bank 
written notice within sixty days aft­ 
er the return of the canceled check by 
the bank 
to 
the customer. Other 
bills relate to the conversion of na­ 
tional banka into state institutions 
and protecting banks in the payment 
of checks against the aeccount of de­ 
ceased, insane and bankrupt deposi­ 
tors where the bank has no knowl­ 
edge of such.
